THE PRESENT HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES 
is divided as follows: Republicans, 130; 
Democrats, 149; Republican Nationals, 5; 
Democratic Nationals, 7: Nationals, 2. 
The whole number is 2. The.Republican 
and Democratic Nationals will usually 
act, upon National issues, with the parties 
with which they are already somewhat affil- 
jated. Reclassifying them in this way, the 
present Howse stands: Republicans, 133; 
Democrats, 156; Nationals, 2. A majority of 
the Hoase is 147 votes. The Republicans 
would need, therefore, to gaih twelve votes 
to get control. They have already a sure 
gain of eight. If the gain proves to be nine, 
they will be only three votes away from a 
majority, supposing. that the Repub- 
lican Nationals would always act with 
them. But the Republican party does 
not want any uncertain support: Put 
the five Republican Nationals out of consid- 
eration, and the Republicans haye now 130 
members. They need seventeen to make a 
majority. Elections in five States have given 
them eight, or one-half the number, afid per- 
habs nine, but at the worst, and counting all 
Republican Nationals against them, the Re- 
publican party is now only nine votes away 
from a majority of the House of Representa- 
tives, with thirty-three States to hear from.

So FAR as can be ascertained at the pres- 
ent writing, it is almost certain that the next In- 
diana Legislature will stand: Senate, 25 Re- 
publicans, 2 Democrats, and 2 Nation- 
ais; House, 57 Republicans, 438 Democrats. 
This of course insures the election of 
a Republican United States Senator to succeed 
Senator McDonald. Some think that Gen. Ben 
Harrison is the coming man, but there are marty 
who believe that that gentleman will have a 
piace in Gen. Garfield's Cabinet, and that some 


other good man will take the United States Sen- 


atorship. Senator McDonald is said to be much 
chagrined at the loss of his seat. He swears 
vengeance on English and Landers, to whose 
unpopularity be attributes the loss of the 
State. The Indiana Democrats are divided 
‘as to whom the biame for their defeat should 
attach. One faction blames Bill English, an- 
other blames Landers, a third blames the 
Supreme Court for having by their decision 
made Indiana an October spate, and still an- 
other thinks that Hendricks, in whose interest 
the Supreme Court acted, is responsible for the 
calamity. The Hoosier Democracy is utterly 
demoralized, and it will take some time to re- 
cover. Gen. Garfield, it is predicted, will carry 
Indiana by 20,000 in November. 


THE SOLID SOUTH AND THE ELECTIONS. 
The innate determination to rule or ruin, 
and never to be contented until able to do 
one or the other, fs clearly illustrated by the 
general comments made by the Southern 
press on the Indiana and Ohio elections. 

The Richmond (Va.) Dispatch, leading 
Bourbon organ, furnishes a fair sample of 
the irreconcilable temper of the survivors of 
the Secession Rebellion, and a temper that 
frets over its own impotency to do any more 
than fret, and threaten, and make horrid 
faces. Here is what it says concerning these 
elections:

It is just such ravings as this which justify 
the people of the North in refusing to deliver 
the control of the National Government over 
to the men who insist upon ruling as of right 
or ruining for revenge. ‘The American 
people lack confidence in, the sincerity 
and patriotism which will accept nothing 
less than absolute domination, and which 
will tolerate no difference of opinion. The 
absolutism and terrorism which have 
stamped out all division of opinion in 
the Solid South, and which by the com- 
bination of a Solid’ South seeks to make 
that section the supreme rulers of the Repub- 
lie, have had the effect of repressing conf- 
dence, and hence the great mass of the Nortb- 
ern population, embodying the labor, the 
wealth, the intelligence, and the industry of 
the country, refuse to eccept the rule of 
those who insist upon being enemies unless 
they can govern. The South, divided, as the 
North is, on policies and not color, into various 
parties, would be justly welcomed to all the 
weight and influence to which its population, 
wealth, and intelligence would entitle it 
in the politics of the Nation. But the South, 


+ solidified, prohibiting to nearly one-half 


its own population the privilege of speaking 
or voting their sentiments, and ef exercising 
the ordinary rights of citizenship, naturally 
and inevitably creates, as a matter of. self. 
defense, a Solid North to protect, at least at 
the North, politica) liberties which have been 
suppressed at the South. 
There is no enmity felt or entertained 

wards the South by the Republicans of the 
North. On the contrary, the Republicans, 
above all things, want the people of the 
South, irrespective of color, to participate 
in the General Government, share the honors 
and rewards of politics, and reap all the 
biessings of free government. They have 
tried and tested the disposition of the 
South. For six years the South was 
admitted to the control of one House of 
Congress, and during those six years’ de- 
voted their entire time to efforts to revolu- 
tionize the Government. The country granted 
them another trial, and permitted them to 
control both branches of the Government 
for two years past. What was their record? 
A persistent effort to abolish all the Union 


| legislation growing out of the Rebellion; a 


persistent effort to abolish the army of 25,000 
troops, on the assumption that it was a 
menace to the liberties of G. 000,000 of peo- 
ple scattered over 8,000,000 of square miles 
of territory; and a persistent effort, by with- 
holding appropriations, to starve the Execu- 
tive branch of the Governmentinto submis- 
sion to all their revolutionary schemes. Dur- 
ing these few years of trial in control of 
Congress the Confederate South developed 
in the most offensive form its bit- 
ter antagonism to all forms of Nation- 
ality, and developed a purpose to force 


the country into a recognition of the doc- 
trine that this Union was a mere combina-, 
tion of State supremacies, linked by ne. 


stronger tie than the voluntary consent of 
each State. All that the South needed dur- 
ing its six years of control of Congress was 
the possession of the Executive to revolution- 
ize the Union as it was founded and nas been 
continued, and erect upon its rulns a Con- 
federacy such as was organized at Montgom- 
ery In 1861, and which went to pieces at Rich- 
mond in 1865. - 

In a Union whose constituents are States, 
and each State independent of the others, the 
Solid South would be supreme, or be in a 
condition to destroy it at pleasure, In 
a National Union, where political power 
is exercised by numerical force, and whege 
the commercial and industrial strength of 
sections and communities is fostered and pro- 
moted by the free labor, industry, economy, 
and Intelligence of the people, South 
must take its chances with the other parts of 
the country, and work out its own salvation, 
as the people of the other States have ever 
done. The theory that there can be in this 
country any section, or class, or race of 
people born with a natural exemption from 
labor, and with a natural right to rule, is 
something which can never be tolerated or 
recognized; hence the people of the 
North have always refused, and will 
continue always to refuse, to be ruled 
or governed under any claim of superiority 
of race, or natural right of government by 
the South. Stripped of all the subtleties and 
abstractions of doctrine and of practice, the 
whole theory of the Democratic party in the 
South is, that the white people of that sec- 
tion ure naturally of the governing and not of 
a laboring race; and that this right to govern 
they will not surrender to nor share with any 
other race,—neither the white laborers or 
shopkeepers of the North nor the ex-slaves 
of the South. 

It is easy to understand, therefore, why 
these people at the South regard the defeat 
of the candidates of the Solid South in Indi- 
ana and Ohio as the triumph of enemies.“ 
Every man is, according to these people, an 
enemy of the South who refuses to accept 
the government of the Solid South, or re- 
fuses to respect the natural right of the 
South to govern. 

The South during its four years of power 
in Congress has shown how foreign are all 
its policies and theories to the great Amer- 
ican principle of the equality of citizens be- 
fore the law and at the ballot-box, and the 
absolute supremacy of the American people 
represented by a National Government over 
all minor political grganizations and muni- 
cipal corporations. it is in this dis- 
trust of a party which demands the right 
to govern, to revolutionize, and to de- 
stroy, and which demands this right as solid 
States, as a solid section, and in the name of 
even a mere moiety of its own people, that 
the South may find an explanation why the 
people of Indiana and Ohio so emphatically 
repudiated the party and the candidates of 
the Solid South. There is no enmity in the 
case. It is purely a feeling of self-preserya- 
tion.

THE BUSINESS-MEN HAVE SPOKEN. 
The immense of business-men 
at MeCormick last evening has a signifi- 


| eance which cannot be misunderstood. It 


was composed of the active business-men of 
Chicago of various shades of political faith, 
who assembled to hear the Secretary of 
the Treasury discuss financial questions. 
The businessmen of Chicago say to 
the Nation, “This country has now 
fairly , emerged from the depression 
caused by a collapse of the wild speculation 
following the War. Personal economy, 
bountiful harvests, and a settled financial 
policy have enabled us to resume specie-pay- 
ments, and, with a continuance of present 
conditions, there is no cloud upon the hori- 
zon It the future. We believe jt unwise, 
therefore, at this juncture to take the con- 
trol of affairs from a party whose financial 
policy is known, fixed, and successful, and 
commit it te one Whose policy is not 
only untried but unknown, We be- 
lieve that the varied business-inter- 
ests which we represent will be best 
conserved and the future prosperity 
of the country best assured by a continuance 
of the financial policy of the Republican 
party. We may differ about the degree 
of tariff,—we do differ about many things,— 
but as merchants and businessmen we 
are unwilling to exchange certainty for un- 
certainty, prosperity for possible disaster.” 
But the meeting last night meant some- 
thing more than a selfish desire on the part 
of the great commercial class to further their 
own pecuniary Interests. The business-men 
have watched with solicitude the growth of 
that huge political cancer which threatens the 
life of the Nation. They have heard of the 
Solid South, where freedom of speech is de- 
nied, where men who have the right to vote 
are debarred from exereising that privilege 
by organized violence. They have seen the 
deliberate frauds by which men who at the 
peril of their lives do vote according to their 
consciences are practically disfranchised. 
They have seen the Government of the peo- 
ple overthrown by a strong and well-organ- 
ized minority, and they recognize the fact 
that an attack upon the freedom 
and purity of the ballot, whether it be 
in Mississippi or in South Carolina, 
in Indiana or in the City of Chicago, endan- 
gers American liberty everywhere, and 
threatens the permanence of the Republic. 
The business-men of Chicago feel no hos- 
tility to the men of the South They 
remember the Rebellion, but they have 
forgotten its animosities They remem- 
ber that every Southern stream has been 
swollen by Northern blood, and they know 
that Northern graves still furrow every 
Southern hillside; but they will let that pass. 
They remember, too, that the Nation tri- 
umphed, and the questions submitted to the 
final arbitrament of the sword were settled 
forever. * 
They say, Men of the South, yon are wel- 
come to every righ} and privilege we enjoy 
as citizens of this public. You are wel- 
come to share with us the responsibilities of 
government, but we shall not commit 
to your hands the custody of the Nation 
you strove to destroy. We can and 
will discuss calmly with you an the 


‘living questions of to-day, but the War 


issues are dead. We will not revive them, 
and you must not. And whenever by vio- 
lence and fraud you array your section 
against us, and demand control ef our lives 
and fortunes, the men of Chicago will join 
the men of Ohio and Indiana, and again 
confront you with a Solid North.“ 
THE CAUSE OF IT. 

Democrats now say that r canvass in 
Indiana was badly condu bungled ; 
that they were outgeneraled; that Landers 
was a heavy load on the State ticket, and 
“Bill” English (they call the Hon. Will- 
iam “Bill” now) was a dead weight on the 
State-sovereignty ticket. On the other 
hand, some Republicans claim that our vic- 
tory is the result of superior“ management; 
that our canvass was conducted with rare 
skill; in a word, that, as the Democrats ad- 
mit, they were “outgeneraled.” The true 
cause lies back of all these. Men may plow 
and sow and cultivate, but God giveth the 
harvest.“ The Memphis Avalanche hits the 
nail squarely on the head. It says: 


The change of opinion developed by the result 
of Tuesday's election has fairly stunned South- 
ern Democrats. They see in that result a Solid 
North for Garfield. The indiana verdict de- 
mands that the political Solid South shall be the 
first to disband. 


This is the stern logic of Tuesday’s great 
event. However humiliating the admission 
may be, it is true that the Northern people 
were quite willing to see the principle of 
local self-government’’ established at the 
South regardless of the fact that, in estab- 
lishing it, the right of suffrage of the negro, 
guaranteed by the Constitution, was rudely 
overthrown. Reported assasinations and 
massacres of negroes and white Republic- 
ans, committed during the progress of the 
conspiracy to nullify the Constitution, ceased 
to have any effect upon the cold Northern 
mind. The Northern people demanded peace, 
it seemed, at almost any price. The price 
turned out to be a solid Democratic South, 
made solid by assasination and fraud. 
But concessions to the wrong settle noth- 
ing. Each concession is followed by a 
fresh demand. Not content with absolute 
control of the State Governments of 
the lately seceded and still unrepent- 
ant States, the Confederate South de- 
manded to be placed in supreme con- 
trol of the National Government. Fort- 
unately the control of both branchesof Con- 
gress by the Demo-Confederate party had 
shown the burposes of the South,—shown 
what it would be likely to do in the event of 
securing control of all branches of the Gov- 
ernment. Still the North, always optimistic, 
failed to realize the“extent of the impending 
danger, The Northern people, good easy 
souls, were busy in manufacturing and mer- 
chandising, in buying and seiling, and laying 
away the profits of their ventures, The 
election in Maine occurred, and the result set 
men to thinking. Stocks declined suddenly 
and sharply, and alarm spread in all direc- 
tions. When people stopped to think they 
were astonished that anybody should desire a 
financial change in the midst of an era of 
prosperity. But here was the news from 
Maine,—notice that the people of the Pine- 
Tree State seemingly demanded a change. 
For the first time the people of the North 
realized the intensity of the Southern 
purpose, not merely to achieve local 
self-government for themselves, but to se- 
cure absolute control of the National Gov- 
ernment, which they lately hated so bitterly 
and struggled so fiereely to destroy. Then 
they recalied the history of the late Demo- 
cratic Congresses,—the efforts to repeal the 
Nationa! Election laws, the efforts to repeal the 
statute prohibiting the payment of Rebel 
claims, the expulsion from office of maimed 


| Union soldiers and the appointment in their 


the attainment of supreme control of the 
Government by the Democratic party, the 


ern people reflected still further: If the 
Southern péople have a purpose to extort 
from the tax-payers of the Nation compensa- 
tion for the property of Rebels in arms trying 
to destroy the Nation, they are still false to 
the National Government; they are still un- 
repentant. How logical to conclude that the 
National Government would not be safe in 
such hands! This, in fact, is just what the 
Northern people have concluded. They 
have calmly concluded that the solid Demo- 
cratic South is a menace to the existence of 
the Union. They have decided that It is pre- 
sumptuous in the Confederate South to de- 
mand that the Union North shall divide on 
political issues while it remains solid to con- 
quer. This is the deliberate purpose and 
clear voice of the Northern people: So long 
as the South elects to maintain a solid front, 
just so long the North shall be and remain 
solid. As the Memphis Avalanche well 
says: The Indiana verdict demands that the

There is much more in the late elections 
than mere shrewd political management. 
The management was good. All honor to 
the Republican leaders of Indiana and Ohio, 
and to the eloquent and distinguished ora- 
tors who raised their voices for the right in 
those States! But there were shrewd mana- 
gers on the other side too. Mr. Barnum does 
not lose the game when he holds the best 
cards. Mr. Hendricks is exceedingty adroit, 
and as cunning and plausible as Mephis- 
topheles. Let Democrats not lay the flatter- 
ing unction to their souls that their manage- 
ment, not their cause, has failed, Indiana 
pronounces the edict of the North: The men 
who attempted te scuttie the Ship of State 
and drive it on the rocks shall not again take

A WORD FOR ENGLISH. 

There seems to be a very general determi- 
nation on the part of the Democratic leaders 
since their merited defeatin Indiana to pile 
all the blame upon English and make him 
the scapegoat of their own sins. They can 
find no better reason for their defeat than 
his alleged unpopularity and his meanness, 
and even the virtuous mule-buyer and steal- 
rail-layer, Barnum, does not hesitate to 
characterize him asa “d—d old hog.” They 
accuse him not only of being mean with his 
money, but of lying to his party friends and 
deceiving them.

The number of persons of school age not 
in school in fifteen Southern States is, by 
the last returns, 3,240,495. Those deprived 
of school privileges were more than two and 
one-quarter times as many as those enj 
them. Thus there have been growing up in 
the Southern States 8,240,495 children not in 
school, and $,531,069-persons above 10 years 
of age unable to read or write. These facts 
are not cited as a reproach to the South, but 
for the purpose of showing what ‘tS the men- 
tal condition of that section which in abso- 
ciation with the densely ignorant part of the 
pop ulation of New York City and Brooklyn 
has attempted to seize and possess the Gov- 
ernment of this great country. Besides ig- 
norance, the South is cursed. with a political 
bigotry which would prevent it from 
providing for the National ald to ed- 
ucation which the Republican party 
would cheerfully extend. The same 
Bourbons who clamor for subsidies and in- 
ternal improvements In the South denounce 
a scheme for a Nationa) system of schools, 
orpublic aid to those already existing, as 
“unconstitutional.”

Mr. Wood submitted a constitution, which set 
forth that the “National Farmers’ Alliance of 
the United States should have power to 
make laws for the government of the eutire 
organization. The objects were: To unite the 
farmers of the United States for their protec- 
tion against class legislation and the encroach- 
ments of concentrated capital and the tyrann 
of monopoly; to provide against being impx 
upon by swindlers and swindling advertise- 
ments in the public prints; to oppose in their 
respective political parties the election of any 
candidate to office, State or National, who was not 
thoroughly in sympathy with the farmers’ in- 
terests; to demand that the existing political 
parties should nourinate farmers or those who 
were in sympathy with them for all offices with- 
in the gift of the people; and to do anything in 
a legitimate manner that might serve to benefit 
the producer, 

The constitution was adopted, and the follow- 
ing officers were elected: President, William J. 
Fowler, New York; Vice-President, L. 8. Coffin, 
Iowa; Secretary, James W. Wilson, Lilinois; 
Treasurer, Mat Anderson, Wisconsin. 

Several made speeches urging the delegates to

Thereupon the Alliance adjourned until the 
first Wednesday after the first Monday of Octo- 
ber, 1881, to meet in Chicago.

Notice is to 
be given to the Manhattan Company that the 
New York Comfany objects to any expenditure 
on its account upon either joint or separate 
structure, equipment, or otherwise, beyond the 
$3,000,000 mentioned in the tripartite agreement, 
without the previous consent of the New York 
Company. 

President Huntington, of the Chesapeake & 
Ohio, has purchased several hundred acres of 
land at Newport News, at the junction of the 
James River and Hampton Roads. This finally 
setties the question of the eastern terminus of 
that railroad. It is said that work will be begun 
at once, and the road finished between Rich- 
mond and Newport News in six months.

New Yor«, Oct. 14.—The stock markets were 
characterized by a strong feeling to-day, the 
opening showing an excited and higher range of 
prices, based, no doubt, on the feeling amo a 
large class of investors that the political aspect 
of affairs was now fixed, and who are disposed 
to consider the results in Ohio and Indiana’ as 
practically settling the Presidential contest of 
November. Wall street speculators seem ,dis- 
posed to discount Garfield's election, and the re- 
sult is such a demand for bonds and stocks as 
exceeds the supply and advance prices: United 
States 4s and 4% are above yesterday's quota- 
tions, while short-date bonds of the Government 
are lower, on the theory that the continuance of 
the present financial policy of the Government 
means the prompt payment of these bonds at or 
betore maturity by refunding or otherwise. 
There was a strong feeling in railroad securities 
to-day.

SERIOUS ACCIDENT TO A SCHOONER. 

A mishap, involy serious damage to a 
vessel, occurred in lower harbor about 
ll o'clock Wednesday night. The schooner 
Charlotte Raab, comman by Capt. Dun- 
can Bucbanan, towed away from Wells street 
bridge with nearly all of her lower canvas 
made. A brisk south wind was blow at the 
When opposit the Illinois Central C slip 
an unusually heavy puff of wind swept down 
the slip between the tall elevators, filling the 
canvas of the schooner 80 she rapidly 
sagged to leeward, and, despite the efforts of 
the powerful tug which resulted in parting one 
or both tow lines, was ag@inst the south- 
west corner of the new Lilinois Central Railway 
bridge centre pier with sufficient force to crush 
in her entire side amidship. The crashing of 
the vessel’s timbers cau Capt. Buchanan to 
— an immediate examination of the hold.

Thus 
the break was brought sufhetently above the 
surface of the water to avoid the threatened 
danger of sinking. The Raab was then moored to 
a dock until yesterday morning, when an exami- 
nation disclosed the fact that the b¥cak included 
not alone the outside plank to within two inches 
of light water mark, eight or nine strakes in 
all, but seven frames and six or seven strakes 
of ceil also. Inasmuch as the damage is lo- 
cated ps, a pofut where great strength 
is required in a vessel, the repairs must be of 
the most thorough descripnon. and cannot fail 
to cast $1,200, perbaps even more. 

The tug that had the Raab in tow was the L. 
B. Johnson. Capt. Buchanan does not attribute 
any Diame to her, however. He claims that the 
disaster was occasioned by stress of weather, 
and will endeavor to make the insurance com- 
ponies in Atkins & Beckwith's ageugy, which

had settled down upon the ice cargo, or what 
remained of it. At first they were of the opinion 
that a passing tug or vessel had run into and 
sunk the scow, but an examination showed 
that this could not have been the cass, as no 
break was visible anywhere. Consequently the 
conclusion finally reached was that one or both 
sides of the scow had given out, causing her to 
fill and the roof to cave in as it had. The water- 
logged huik was towed up the South Branch as 
speedily as possible, in order that what remained 
of the cargo might be saved in fair condition. 
The tugmen state that the scow is the same one 
that bas waterlogged on one or two previous 
occagions this season. 


FISHERMAN’S OUTFIT FOURD.
